Dec. i5 has been Christmas day and 
February 22 has been Washington's 
birthday only since that eventful 
occasion in the 1760's when all dates 
in the calendar were changed by 
11 days. 


National Custom 


The important thing about a hol- 


iday is the occasion giving rise toj 
the celebration. Independence day 
is often celebrated on Monday, July 
5 by arbitrary ruling rather than] 
on the exact anniversary of thej 
signing of the declaration of indc-j 
pendcncc. If it became a national! 
custom to celebrate all occasions «>J i 
a memorial or historical nature on' 
the Monday nearest the present day 
of celebration, the country would 
soon accustom itself to the change.

appraisals were too low on the state's ac- 
count, too high on the privately-owned 
lands, so that the state would have been 
the loser had the deal been completed. 


He charged that the chairman of the 


conservation commission voted for a tim- 
ber sale the result of which was to pro- 
duce a personal profit for him, since the 
timber in question ultimately found its 
way into his hands as a private timber 
contractor. 


He s>aicl, publicly and presumably in 


his recommendations to the governor, that 
such goings-on weic highly improper if 
not actually, illegal, and that they ought 
to be stopped.

Washington—President Roosevelt hat finally 


intervened in a hot behind-the-scenes row be- 
tween his state and treasury departments over 
the freezing of German and Italian funds in the 
United States. He has sided with Henry Morgcn- 
thau in favor of tying up all Axis money now 
in this country. 


The matter has been under confidential con- 


sideration for some time, but it came to a bead 
the other day when $2.000,000 in U. S. currency 
was seizedvin the Italian diplomatic pouch #n 
route to Mexico. Obviously the cash was for 
propaganda and subversive activities on the 
doorstep of the United States. 


The money, although seized, had to be re- 


turned to the Italian legation in Mexico. There 
was no legal way of preventing its use for propa- 
ganda. 


If all Italian and German funds were frozen 


in the United States, then every cent spent by 
the Italian and German embassies and their con- 
sulates would be subject to scrutiny by the 
United States government. In other words, the 
two Axis powers could not draw frdm their 
funds held here, until they showed their books 
and told what the money was being spent for. 
This is vir'ually what the French embassy has 
to do today. 


This would help tremendously in curtailing 


expenditures for sabotage. 


Another reasc.i put forward by the treasury 


for freezing Axis funds in this country is that 
United States funds in Germany and Italy al- 
icady are frozen, in effect, because of currency 
controls which prevent the transfer of money 
out of those two countries. 


Dutch, Norwegian, Belgian, French, Danish 


and Baltic funds here have been frozen largely 
for their own protection. But the axis powers 
would consider such action an ignominious af- 
front, and the state department fears it might 
lead to a break in diplomatic relations. 


The stale department is not concerned so 


much over such a break with Germany as with 
Italy. It believes that sentiment inside Italy is 
becoming more friendly to the United States 
and leaning away from Hitler, a change which 
United States diplomacy seeks to encourage. 


However, the treasury pointed to the increas- 


ing number of munitions factories where explo- 
sions -have mysteriously occurred, and urged 
the importance of stopping the expenditure of 
Axis money for subversive activities. Increas- 
ing evidence of sabotage in these explosions 
finally decided President Roosevelt, and he in- 
tervened. 
POTOMAC CRUISE

president's last trip down the river was a duir 
cruise. But for most of the party, dullness was 
welcome after the election strain.

ing Washington Wednesday evening and not 
returning until Monday morning.

But this didn't prevent some officials of the 
concern and memberf 'of his family from ob- 
jecting privately to his backing the third term 
campaign. 


"I don't care whether you like it or not,** re- 


plied young Reynolds, "I'm for Roosevelt and 
I'm going to do everything I can to help re- 
elect him." 


As new treasurer, Reynolds will work closely 


with Wayne Johnson, one of his strong boosters, 
who was installed as chairman of the finance 
committee, thus superseding Quayle, -after Far- 
ley departed, The two men will have a big job 
on their hands. 


The national committee emerged from the 


campaign .with a debt o£ around $7007000. Be- 
sides paying this off, there is also the problem 
of raising a battle .chest for the off-year con- 
gressional tussle two years hence. In 1938, the 
GOP made a' heavy dent in Democratic house 
strength and is sure to try vigorously to recoup 
its losses this year. 


One plan to restock the party's exchequer is 


to make the annual Jackson day dinner in Janu- 
ary a Victory dinner and charge fancy prices for 
tickets.

RETURN OF AN EXILE 


One of the most interesting personages of for- 


eign birth in the United States is the ex-presi- 
dent of Chile, Carlos Davila. who for eight years 
has been living in New York. Formerly a news- 
paperman in Chile, he has gone back to his 
old trade, has built up.an influential newspaper 
syndicate covering" South America. 


For years, Davila wanted to return to his 


homeland, but was worried over how he would 
be received. Finally, a few weeks ago, he paid 
a visit to Chile. 


As his airplane approached northern Chile, 


bad weather forced him to spend the night at 
Antofagasta. This was the city where the revolt 
stalled which ousted Carlos Davila as president. 
Eight years ago feeling was so hostile that the 
ship which carried him out of Chile could not 
touch at Antofagasta harbor. 


Almost immediately Davila heard that the old 


revolutionary .committee which had started his 
downfall awaited him. This time, however, they 
tendered him a dinner, and to a man they toast- 
ed his reform1; as president. 


Note—Davila passed 100 laws during his term 


of-office. and everyone of these remains on the 
statute books of Chile today. He was- given a 
tremendous ovation wherever he went in Chile 
—but finally decided to come back to his ncws- 
papfer job in .New York.

Finally the lad made a visit to his 


local board to find out just how

lective service, had been given in- 
duction numbers ahead of his. 


The chances are Johnny won't be 


called before next summer, if then 
—and no amount of pleading or 
pull can get him ahead of the boys 
over whom no fuss was made—the 
boys who enlisted and were found 
suitable for Class 1-A and immedi- 
ate call. 


Johnny's only chance of escaping 


the jibes of his pals while he waits 
around to be called is to enlist and 
get accepted—for three years' ser- 
vice—in the regular Army. At least 
that's what the selective service of- 
ficials tell me. 


This enlistment of selectees by 


the hundreds of thousands has. by 
the way, borne out a prediction 
passed along in these columns many 
weeks ago, namely, that first year 
"calls" from the Army will get very 
few, if any, selectees who haven't 
enlisted, no matter what their order 
numbers are. 


One draft official told me recent- 


ly that he estimates more than 400,- 
000 selectees (or men desiring to 
get into the regular armed forces) 
had enlisted or applied to their lo- 
cal boards for immediate induction 
since selective service became a cer- 
tainly. And that he believes present 
trends indicate this many more will 
be on the rolls by the time the 
Army is ready for therti. 


One of the principal reasons for 


enlistments by selectees, draft of- 
ficials find, is that young men just 
out of coHegc and not yet started on 
their professional careers are eager 
"to get it over with" before they 
take a turn at making their marks 
in the world. 


Although no check has been made 


it is thought that by far the greater 
number of selectees applying for 
immediate induction are 
young 


doctors, dentists, lawyers, engineers 
and tyros in other professions. 


Another Rush Seen 


Another rush of these young 


graduates to the colors is expected 
as soon as the colleges close their 
first term sessions in January. Prac- 
tically an avalanche of enlistments 
is anticipated when the school year 
ends in June. 


An interesting paradox which has 


put puzzled furrows in the heads of 
Army and draft officials is that al- 
though they have sought, by all 
means of publicity, to make Army 
life as attractive as possible, they 
have had to do everything in their 
power to prevent (until the Army 
can handle them) that rush to tbe 
colors that invariably comes with 
patriotic hysteria.

DON'T BLOW YOUR NOSE 


It is curious how many readers 


express confidence in the sound- 
ness of my teachings about "colds" 
and in the same letter ask my ad- 
vice about their "colds", altho I 
have said a thousand times that 
there is no such ailment as "cold" 
and when any one, layman or doc- 
tor, talks about "cold" I don't know 
what he is talking about and neith- 
er docs he, in my judgment. Any 
advice I might give without a diag- 
nosis of your condition wouldn't be 
worth the freight on it. 


Blowing the" nose in the ordinary 


way tends to increase congestion 
and stuffiness or obstruction, when 
coryza, rhinitis or inflammation of 
the nasal lining is present; in the 
presence of infection it is danger- 
ous, for it tends to force infective 
secretions (containing the germs) 
into the Eustachian tube and mid- 
dle ear cavity or into a sinus. Prob- 
ably many cases of middle ear in- 
flammation and mastoidftis or si- 
nusitis begin in this way. 


The best advice I can give about 


blowing the nose is "Don't". 


In any circumstance if you feel 


you must blow your nose in spite 
of my assurance that it is never 
necessary to do so. then at any rate 
the more gently you do it the bet- 
ter and it is better not to pinch the 
nostrils at all while blowing the 
nose. Remembering that the nasal 
passages arc horizontal and extend 
straight back when you sit or stand 
crest, if you must blow your nose 
hold the handkerchief or toilet pa- 
per just under, not in contact with 
the nose, and bend the head for- 
ward and breathe out thru the nose 
just forcibly'enough to aid drain- 
age.

The pouring of the iron is the 


first, and certainly the most spac- 
tacular, of the steps by which the 
Valley Iron Works company turns 
out machinery for the processing

New Corn Crop 
Cheapest Feed 


Warns Against High 
Moisture Content in 
Considering Storage 


The new corn crop supplies the 


cheapest grain for dairy herds, G. 
Bohstedt, feeding specialist at the 
Wisconsin college of agriculture, 
points out in a bulletin to J. F. 
Magnus, county agricultural agent 


Bohstedt warns, however, that 


the relatively high moisture content 
of the crop makes it unsuited for 
storage except as ear corn in cribs. 


Local prices for the various 


grains for feed vary considerably, 
Bohstedt says, but by considering 
oats or dry corn worth about 90 per 
cent of shelled corn and barley or 
rye worth about 95 per cent, "it is 
not possible to go very far wrong 
on these feeds." 


Among the protein concentrates, 


Bohstedt feels that gluten feed and 
gluten meal, and possibly soybean 
oil meal, have been among the 
cheapest and most economical buys. 
Linseed meal, he believes, has been 
selling at relatively lower prices m 
comparison with these other pro- 
tein concentrates than has been the 
case in the last several years. Wheat 
bran is relatively high in price, sell- 
ing at central markets for nearly 
the same as gluten feed, though ac- 
tually worth 25 per cent less.

in packaging supplies sen: to 
camps. But it is used in almost all 
defense activities, he adds, explain- 
ing that ammunition and shells, for 
example, are delivered in paper 
containers or tubes. 


Everest divides his time between 


operating his paper mill in Wiscon- 
sin and earning his dollar-a-year in 
Washington with the commission. 


State Gets Contracts 


"Wisconsin has received a sub- 


stantial amount of paper contracts." 
he reports, "particularly for high 
grade writing paper. And produc- 
tion will be further stepped up in 
Wisconsin due to greater supplies of 
available pulp. We've never before 
been pushed to the limit in the pa- 
per and pulp industry," he says. 


The "bottleneck" in the paper in- 


dustry has been an insufficient 
amount of pulp, but "the pulp situ- 
ation is straightening out," Everest

This is due, primarily, 
to the fact that German and British 
markets have been shut off. "Ex- 
ports to South America are prin- 
cipally of paper board and cheaper 
paper products. 
South America 


never has been used to high-grade 
paper," Everest states. 


This Wisconsin man's principal 


job on the commission is to guaran- 
tee an adequate supply of paper of 
all sorts, for all uses.

QUEBEC MONUMENT 


Four hundred and five years ago, 


a French leader saw an Indian vil» 
age at the foot of a bluff alongside 
the St Lawrence river. The French- 
man was Jacques Cartier^ and the 
village was known as Stadacoma. 


It is not likely 
that Cartier 


dreamed far enough into the future 
to see a large and famous city rise 
around the bluff. Yet that is what 
happened. The 
city 
of Quebec 


stands there today. 
. 
* 


At a height of 340 feet above riv- 


er level is a fort called the, Citadel. 
It has 40 acres of parade grounds, 
and is fitted with powerful cannon 
which command the St. Lawrence. 
The Citadel helped make Quebec 
one of the most strongly-defendec 
parts of the British empire. 


The first white settlers at Quebec 


were French. They arrived in the 
year 1608, only one year after John 
Smith and other Englishmen set- 
tled* at Jamestown. 


The French were first to start col 


onies in Canada, but the British had 
claims to the northern part of th 
continent. The claims dated back to 
the voyages of John and Sebastian 
Cabot, who did their work soon af 
ter Columbus crossed the Atlantic 


Warfare 
broke 
out 
between 


France and Great Britain, and for 
a long time it was hard to say Ivhich 
nation would rule the eastern side 
of North America. The Battle of 
Quebec did a great deal to decide 
that point. 


On a September night in 1759, the 


most important step in winning 
Quebec was taken by the British. 
General James Wolfe had found he 
could not capture the Citadel by an 
open attack from the river, so he 
planned a secret way to a field be- 
hind it. 


On a night when the moon was 


not shining. British troops used the 
dried-up bed of a small stream as 
a pathway up a steep slope. Before 
dawn, a force of 3,600 men reached 
the Plains of Abraham and were 
ready for battle. That paved the 
way for the capture of Quebec five 
days later. 


In the Battle of Quebec, both sides 


lost their leaders. General Wolfe 
and General Montcalm died before 
the city was captured. A monument 
has been placed on the Fields of 
Abraham, and it honors the memory 
of the two generals. It is the only 
monument I know which honors 
two generals who died while fight- 
ing against each other. 


Quebec today is the capital of the 


Canadian province of the 
same 


name. The people of the city are 
mainly of French descent About 
nine-tenths of them sneak French.
